Washington, July 17.—Shantung and 


the League of Nations were debated in 
the senate again today while President 
Wilson was beginning his conferences 
with Republican senators. 


Senator Colt, Republican, of Khode 


Island, announced to the senate his con- 
viction that the United States must en- 
ter the league to fulfill its present ob- 
ligations to the world, and Senator Sher- 
man. Republican, of Illinois, made an 
attack on the league and the Shantung 
provision. 


In making hM announcement Senator 


Colt xuld he withheld judgment on cer- 
tain reservations. 


Senator Sherman characterized the 


league "as the colossal confidence game 
of the ages", and said the President 
und his followers were living in 
"a, 


psychological melennium." 


Without u record 
vote the 
senate 


adopted a resolution by Senator Borah, 
Republican, of Idaho, asking the Pres- 
ident for a copy of a letter said to have 
been written by General 
Taskcr H. 


Hliss on behalf of himself und other 
American delegates at Paris protesting 
against the Shuntung settlement. 


Ii\ a resolution introduced by Sena- 


tor Spencer of Missouri and referred 
to committee, the senate would declare 
its "deep regret" at the disposition of 
Shantung. 


Before the senate met, the foreign 


relations committee held another ses- 
sion to consider the treaty but devot- 
ed its time to reading the text.

Senator Sherman, Republican, Illinois, 
de( hired todaj that the section giving 
Japan control of Shantung peninsula

superlative treachery in the history of 
modern times." 
The provision, asserted the speaker, 


would aid Japan in becoming "the saber 
rattler of the world, and strengthen her 
for the day when she might try, like 
Germany, for world control." and with 
British and Japanese interests in the 
orient "identical," the United 
States 


might well look to the safety of the 
Philippine Islands. 


"Why China should be exploited," he 


said, "her territory 
absorbed in 
the 


guise of leaseholds, her port cities dom- 
inated by alien powers, her mining and 
railway rights seized by Japan, does not 
appear except under the rule of covet- 
ous desire coupled with military force. 


"It is material to notice under the 


Japanese constitution the emperor has 
the supreme command of the army and 
navy, declares war, makes peace, and 
concludes treaties. The k.tiser could do 
no more in the days he menaced Kurope 
and the world.

Colt and Ne'.soW this afternoon. 


Invitations to severjl more Republi- 


can senators to call at the White House 
tomorrow have been sent by the Presi- 
dent is was announced. Their names 
were not disclosed, but it was under- 
stood that there were five on the list. 


It was intimated that the President 


planned to invite all of the Ftepublican 
senators to the White House, devoting 
tour or five hours each day to confer- 
ences with 
them. 
Senators 
Borah 


of Idaho and Johnson of California, two 
of the bitterest opponents of the League 
of Nations, were expected to be on the 
list, but there apparently was some 
doubt in administration circles whether 
they -would accept. 
Under present plans of the President 


it was not believed that he would be 
able to start on his trip to the Pacific- 
coast much before the end of the month. 
Even with such a delay national 
offi- 


cials hoped that he would be able to 
reach the coast in time to review the 
new Pacific fleet 
at 
San 
Francisco 


August 15. 
Senator McCumber was In conference 


with the President for more than an 
nour. 
He declined to disclose his talk 


with the President. 
"Our 
conversation 
covered a 
wide 


range," said Senator McCumber, "and 
if the President wants to say what 
we talked abut that is all right. But 
as far as I am concerned I Consider 
that our conversation was confidential 
and I do, not fc«l at liberty to disclose 
what happened." 


Senator McCumber added that his po- 


sition in regard to the League of Na- 
tions "had been made as clear as the 
Knglish language could make it,' and 
that his position now was the same us it 
always had been. 
Senator McCumber would 
not 
say 


whether the Shantung situation was 
under discussion. 


Senators invited to the White House 


tomorrow to discuss the treaty include 
McNarry, Oregon, who is understood to 
favor the league of nations, and Kel 
logg, Minnesota, and Capper, Kansas, 
who have not announced any definite 
stand on the league proposal. The pres- 
ident's invitation to senator McNarry 
asked that he come to the.

An objection was sustained. Mr. Ford 


said that Reed gathered practically all 
if the statements in his story elsewhere 
than from the witness. 


Mr. Ford opposed the use of alcoholic 


drink and Mr. Keed ]K)intfi1 out that 
:he Germans thrived on beer and the 
French on wine. 


"Yes, and I think that was one of 


the causes of the war," said Mr. Ford. 
"How," asked the lawyer.

made them suspicious of each 


other." 


Kirke B. Alexander, an advertising 


agent of Detroit interviewed Mr. Ford 
at a luncheon in the Ford factory at 
which Alfred Lucking, Mr. Ford's at- 
torney and a man named Smith were 
present.

conversation said that " if Germany 
Had not invaded Belgium. France and 
England would." related the. witness. 


"I asked him If he thought Germany 


was ready for peace and he said yes. 
that the. Kaiser was. lie said that was 
why he went over in the peace ship, 


he was not allowed to see the 
Kaiser." 


Witness said that the Ford plant was 


selling motors to the government at 
that time, but Mr. Ford said It was not 
for profit and he did not Consider them 
munitions of war. The conversation 
turned on the defeat of Russia and that 
[HK)r iH-opIc held many of the bonds and 
would suffer. 


According to Mr. Alexander the fol- 


lowing remarks followed: 


Mr. Ford: 
"Let them go to work." 
Mr. Lucking: 
"Perhaps many of them are sick." 
Mr. Ford: "Then let them get well." 
On cross examination by Attorney 


Alfred G. Murphy, witness recalled that 
there was some further talk concerning 
the peace efforts of the Pope and Lord 
Ransdowne. 


On redirect examination it developed 


that Mr. Alexander handled the famous 
Ford advisement headed: 


"Concerning preparedness " 
"I rea-1 it over ami noticed that It 


was signed by Mr. Ford," said the wit- 
ness. "I went to him to make sure, he 
had read it and reminded him that by 
his signature he was assuming full 
responslltilty for the sentiments ex- 
pressed. 
He said he understood that.

The new regulations require 
one 


health officer giving his entire time, a 
nurse giving entire time and a whole- 
time clerk. Those serving will be un- 
der civil service and will be selected 
from the city civil service examination 
lists. 
If there are not enough on the 


local lists, the positions will be filled 
from the state lists. 


A free clinic for the treatment of dis- 


ease is to be maintained and the money 
is to be furnished by the city council 
and the county commissioners. When 
th« exi'cnse exceeds J2.000 and a cer- 
tification of the excess is sent to the 
state department the municipality will 
recei\e a refund of $1.000.

Starts With 4800 Men This 


Year and Increases to 


1900. 


WILL NOT BE KNOWN US 


THIRTY-SEVENTH DIVISION 


Nation Plans For Organiza- 


tion Eventually Nearly 


Half Million. 


Columbus, July 17. — Ohio is to main- 


tain one division of national guardsmen, 
to be composed, during the current fto- 
cal year, of 4,800 men, according to ad- 
vices received by Adjutant General Lay- 
ton today. The division 
will be in- 
creased in strength 30 per cent each 
year until a maximum of 19,220 men 
is reached. The nucleus of this Ohio 
division has already been formed witfc 
700 enlisted men already signed up. 


The allotment according to Ohio if 


4,800 men for this fiscal year, and U 
is prescribed that the following units 
shall be organized under this allotment: 


Two 
regiments 
of 
Infantry, 
two 


troops of cavalry, one regiment and 
one battalion of field artillery, one bat- 
talion engineers, one outpost company, 
and one wire company of signal corps; 
one engineer supply train, two field 
hospital companies and two ambulance 
companies.

division will not be known as the 37th

Guard in the, war with Germany, but 
instead will be known as "National 
Guard divisional district number 558." 


The country is divided Into what are 


known as "national guard divisional 
districts." The name 37th division is 
to be conferred on a regular division In 
the regular military establishment.

Washington. July 17. — Immediate re- 


organization of the National Guard in 
the states and territorial iwssessions of 
the United States in accord with plan* 
approved by the war department w»» 
looked for today by army officials her*. 
The guard Is to be formed on a baste 
of 16 divisions with a maximum ex- 
pansion to about 440.000 men, but f*d- 
eral funds available will permit of only 
106,000 men for the present.

In- 
cluding 47 regiments and 18 battalions 
of infantry, six regiments, 17 squad- 
rons and 19 trooiw of cavalry and 10 
regiments, 20 battalions and seven bat- 
teries of field artillery will be or- 
ganized speedily on a skeleton bads.

Covenant 
of 
the 


League of Nations, which provides for 
the future settlement of a large num- 
ber of perplexing problems. Despite 
opinions to the contr.u>. the verdict 
of history will unquestionably be that 
the t'eace of Paris carries into effect 
to a remarkable degree the program 
accepted in advance t>y Uie peoples 
of the world, and embodied in the 
Fourteen Points put forth by the 
American government ou January g. 
1S18, 
ten month* before the actual 


signing of the armistice. 


Of the Poartwn Points thus ac- 


cepted by a world in aims, serious 
objection has been raised to only one, 
the 14th. That objection has come 
from a faction in the United States 
Senate. 
This 14th Point, as embodied 


in the treaty is Article X, of the 
Covenant of the League of Nations. 
Germany herself has insisted upon it 
as an essential part of the peace. 


The treaty as signed makes a new 


world, politically, physically, morally 
and spiritually. 
The mandatory sys- 


tem ends the old regime of exploita- 
tion, and make* wards of the whole 
world in Asia, Africa and tie isles of 
the sea. 
The Treaty has established 


in the place of artificial states natural 
political and national units. 
It has 


removed from the map numerous his- 
toric wrongs which have long served 
to embitter 
the international rela- 


tions. 
It has set the world upon a 


new path of progress n*rked by Ifce 
following guide posts: 


1. International co-operation, 
In 


eluding the consolidation of all exist- 
ing international administrative ac- 
tivities. 


2. Extensive machinery 
for co- 


operation in a League of Nations open 
to all that prove worthy of member- 
ship. 


3. The creatta* of a labor con- 


ference and labor bureau to solve the 
problems of an mdiptrial civilization. 


4. A pledge to reduce armaments, 


and as a first step toward it the dis- 
arming of the one nation whose geo- 
graphical situation has made it a 
menace to the world. 


5. The abolition of conquest by 


Article X, without interfering with 
other method* of territorial adjust- 
ment 


6. The declaration that any war is 


a matter of concern to all, and the 
erection ot machinery for dealing with 
conditions which endanger the peace 
of the world. 


An agreement not to go to war 


before peaceful settlement of disputes 
has been tried. 


8. Automatic provision sanctions 


for the punishment of the breach of 
agreement* voluntarily taken. 


9. A 
representative 
Assembly 


meeting regularly aad, among other 
things, carrying on the work of codi- 
fying and revising international law 
began by the Hasrue Conference. 


The treaty is the most momentous 


document ever prepared by the hand 
of man. It set* tin- world right about 
face, it marks the triumph of Amer- 
ican Ideas, polRi».s and Institutions, 
by extending to a lelgae of sovereign 
nations the democratic principles first 
embodied in our l^agle of sovereign 
states.

We munt not forget that 
this war has unsettled altmmt every- 
thing: hms destroyed 
nations,

ha* created new nations on paper, 
such as Finland. I'ohmd. O/.erho-!<U>- 
vakiu. Jugo-Slavia. the I'lkraino .and 
the Balkan States aud some semi- 
independent bodies litu> Armenia, the 
Caucasus, and Palestine. These small 
states will be even more at the mercy 
of the great states thazi Belgium was, 
if wte do not guarantee in some way 
their independ 


Then there aije the great problems 


of the landlocked countries, which 
mast have an outlet to the SPA, and of 
certain international area*, like the 
Bosphorns, which must be adminis- 
tered by a l 
of nations. 
Then 


there are the German Colonies. 
nfwd, for obvkMB re:i»>nj*. to be ad- 
ministered Internationally. 


Finally, as Mr. Taft predicted, this 


peace treaty IB as long as the moral 
law. It will require interpretation, 
and It will require enforcement, for 
both of which we need a league of 
nations. 


Secondly, we need it In order to 


aToid a recurrence of vhat has con- 
stituted a veritable curse even in 
times of peace, competitife arma- 
ments. 


International cot-throat competition 


in armies and navies leaves the na- 
tions in the end in substantially the 
same relative positions as in the be- 
ginning.
